that, as the samples which Dr. 8. 
W. McCallie, state geologist, showed 


in his office Tuesday conclusively 
proved it. The find was made on 
the property of H. G. Sample near 
Scotland in Telfair county and was 
announced by Dr. McCallie yester- 
day after two months of the most 
careful investigations of the place 
where the oil was found and its vi- 
ecinity made by the state geologist 
himself and his assistants. 

As much as a pint of the black 
pétroleum was collected at one 
nlace. It refined about 6@ per cent 
kerosene, which the geologist said 
was of about the same quality as 
the oil found in California and 
soméwhat inferior to most of the 
oil of the Oklahoma and Texas 
fields. 

To Bore Test Wells. ? 

Whether oil exists in Telfair 
eounty and other parts of south 
Georgia tn quantities sufficient for 
commercial exploitation remains to 
be seen, but the state geologist is 
of the opinion that what has al- 
ready been disccovered well war- 


**rants the boring of test: wells and 


the trying out of the field.

Dr. McCallie referred to in his re- 
port read to a called meeting of 
the geological board in the govern- 
or’s office Monday, characterizing it 
as possibly the most important min- 
eral find that had been made in 
(georgia in this generation, and not 
the taprock deposit in Talbot coun- 
ty, although he did recall the fact 
that he had drawn attention to the 
great commercial value of that de- 
posit about nineteen years ago,

Two Men Ariive 
In United States 


Fisk Warren and Joseph 
Alemany Come From 
Andorra Republic, 


Where There Are No 
Strikes or Profiteering. 


New York, November 4.—Direct 
from a paradise—where since the 
year 841 there have been no poli- 
tics, strikes, profiteering, drunken- 
ness or disorder and but one vio- 
lent death—came two men to New 
York today. They jolrney from An-

dorra, the “oldest and smallest re- 
public in the world.” The steam- 
ship Cataluna, from Barcelona, 
Spain, brought them. 

It costs Andorra $400 a year to 
miantain its independence and peace 
from outside interference, they said. 
This money is paid in tribute equal- 
ly divided between France and 
Spain, its neighbors. Charlemagne 
gave the territory its freedom and 
it has been maintained uninterrupt- 
ed to date,

London, November 4.—A claim 
that the northwestern Russian army 
of General Yudenitch, which has 
been attacking Petrograd, has been 
surrounded by the bolsheviki, is 
made in a soviet government wire- 


less dispatch from Moscow dated to- 
day. 


The claim to have effected an en- 
circlement of the northwestern Rus- 
sian army is presumably based up- 
on the successes of the bolsheviki 
against the Petrograd-Luga-Pskov 
railway, by which the southward 
railroad communications of Gen- 
eral Yudenitch, with his Baltic sea 
base, are cut. The capture of 
Luga and Pskov and a comparative- 
ly short advance to the southern 
end of Lake Peipus, a considerable 
body of water reaching from the 
vicinity of Pskov to within thirty 
miles of the Gulf of Finland, would 
prove an absolute bar to a retire- 
ment southward by General Yude- 
nitch. 

Nothing has, however, been re- 
ceived to indicate the gap between 
Lake Peipus and the Gulf of Fin- 
land has been closed or even that 
operations threatening General 
Yudenitch’s communications in 
this region were in progress. The 
presence of a considerable body of 
bolshevist troops in the vicinity of 
Gdoff, on Lake Peipus, has _  fre- 
quently been reported and this de- 
tachment, if still in being, might by 
advancing northward threaten the 
alternative line of communications 
of General Yudenitch through Narva 
to Reval. 

Troops of General Yudenitch 
fighting along the Luga-Pskov rail- 
way south of Gatchina,now in bol- 
shevik hands, would have, how- 
ever, a most difficult line of re- 
treat across swampy country, brok- 
en up by rivers and lakes and with 
few good roads, to reach a new line 
of communications with Reval at 
Narva or Yamburg, in which vicin- 
ity staff headquarters of General 
Yudenitch are, it is understood, lo- 
cated. 


REDS ATTACKING

Helsingfors, November 4.—An of- 
ficial report issued by the Russian 
northwestern army Sunday says: 

“The reds are attacking with 
large forces on the Pskov-Strugib- 
Jelaja road. We evacuated Luga 
owing to the superior numbers of 
the enemy. 

“We repulsed the enemy at 
Roeckelovo, on the Petrograd front, 
and captured the village of Vysot- 
skoje with 262 prisoners.”

I will 
appeal with my art to the great 
people of England. It is good art. 
It must succeed Such a_ people 
who could recognize the greatness 
of Mestrovics cannot fail to recog- 
nize me. JI have only to show it to 
them and success is mine.” So he 
arranged an exhibition to follow 
immediately after Mestrovicg.
